The Koenigsberg, which was a 
light cruiser of about

cla ss as the Emden, Dresden 
and 
Karlsruhe, mounting only 4.1-inch 
guns, w as in

The sm aller ship was sunk, but 
the Koenigsberg succeeded in get­ 
ting behind the Mafia Islands and 
some distance up the river, where 
she was completely screened by 
the bend -of the river, and where

it appears, landed a detachment, 
which mounted some light guns 
on the bank as a defense against 
a tta ck by a B ritish boat expedi­ 
tion.
